Oklahoma City, March 24.—Follow­ 
ing a hand to hand scuffle 
in 
the 
kitchen of their home at 226 West 
Sixth street, Mrs. Agnes Gilbert, aft­ 
er throwing her crippled husband, 
Andrew Gilbert from the back porch, 
shot and killed him early Wednesday 
night. 
Gilbert is a painter and paper- 
hanger and for many years has been 
paralyzed iii his left leg, and owing 
to a weak constitution has been un­ 
able to attend to work with regular­ 
ity. Six weeks ago he separated from 
his wife on account of constant bick- 
erings, and on Wednesday night, ac­ 
cording to stories told by his friends, 
called at his home in the hope of 
effecting a reconci!Ration with Mrs. 
Gilbert. 
Neighbors saw the man enter the 
kitchen where Mrs. Gilbert "Was busy­ 
ing herself over the wash tub. He 
closed the screen door and sat down 
on a bed. Soon voices were heard 
as if the pair was quarreling and 
Mrs. Gilbert was seen to throw her 
husband from the house anil from the 
back porch into the yard. 
The woman hurled a pair of shears 
after Gilbert and these struck him 
in the face. Gilbert raised himself to 
his feet and started to re-enter the 
house but no sooner had he set his 
foot on the steps of the porch that 
Mrs. Gilbert emerged from the kitch­ 
en with a revolver in her hand. She 
fired twice, point blank in quick suc­ 
cession, the first shot taking effect 
in the base of Gilbert’s neck, sever­ 
ing his jugular vein and knocking

Guthrie. Ok., March 24.—Secretary 
Barrett of the Department of Agri­ 
culture has forwarded to Senator 
Gore copies of the concurrent reso­ 
lution passed during the apicial leg­ 
islative session, formally accepting 
for the state 210,000 aero* of land 
believed to be due Oklahoma under 
an old statute. 
The law, enacted in 
the sixties, gave to each state upon 
entering the union 30,000 acres of 
land for each member of congress, 
or in lieu thereof land warrants to 
the value of $1.2.'* per acre. It was 
necessary for the state to officially 
accept the grant, which was done 
by resolution. The general land of­ 
fice in Washington, however, is not 
inclined to view the additional grant 
with favor. In his letter to Senator 
Gore, Secretary Barrett says: 
“We do not consider the attitude of 
the general land office toward the 
allowance of this claim as a hostile 
one. 
They admit the justice and the 
legality of the same by communica­ 
tions which you have kindly for­ 
warded to us, and their observations 
that tho state has already received 
donations of public land are true, but 
those lands were received in lieu 
of other grants which would have 
made a total of millions of dollars

Hastings, national attorney for the 
Cherokee nation, Has issued a state­ 
ment concerning the payment of over 
four million dollar•» to the eastern 
Cherokees, which contains the f>i- 
lowing information. 
There will V it total of $4,100,000 
to be disbursed. I.: will bo pahl to 
30,827 Cherokees, making a per cap­ 
ita of $133, which *s the* largest pay­ 
ment the Cherokee people have r* 
ceived from many years. 
The pay­ 
ment will begin me early part of 
May. It will be mad.* by Guion Miller 
the special agent who has traveled 
over 
fifteen 
states gathering 
data 
to perfect the roil It took ov* r three 
years to make the roll, and them 
are Cherokees entitled to the pay­ 
ment living in all of the fifteen states 
which Miller Visited. The cheeks are 
now' being written in the treasury 
department at Washington, the names 
of the Indians who get the checks 
j being taken from the 
Miller 
r >11. 
These checks will be brought to Ok­ 
lahoma. From Muskogee field part­ 
ies will be sent out to various towns 
in the Cherokee nation where pay­ 
ments will be made to all the In­ 
dians who apply and are on the roll. 
This work will 
be 
directed 
from 
Muskogee, and the itinerary of the 
disbursing party will be made Iu < 
All admit Indians must call for their 
checks in person at some of the pay 
towns, or else tall for them at Mus­ 
kogee after the paying party has re­ 
turned. The head of a family, th* par­ 
ent or natural guardian, will be al­ 
lowed to draw the checks for min­ 
or children. 
. ’I’he distribution of over four mil­ 
lion dollars in the Cherokee nation 
this spring will he a God-send to the 
Indians and it will stimulate busi­ 
ness ail over the nation, especially in 
those sections where the Indians live. 
The average family of 
five persons 
will draw a total of $665 in cash, and 
this will be more money than a ma­ 
jority of the full-blood families ever 
saw. 
This money is the payment of a 
promise of the government made in 
1836 to those Indians who moved 
from Georgia to what was then In­ 
dian 
Territory. 
The 
government 
agreed to pay the expenses of mov­ 
ing them.

$7,000 FOR A HUSBAND. 


Woman Recovers Damages as Result 
of Accidental Killing. 


Bloomington, 111., (March 24.—The 
jury in the case of Foster-Shepherd 
brought in a verdict allowing Mrs. 
Ethel Foster $7,000 damages. She 
sued Howard Shepherd, a merchant 
of Lovington, for $20,000 for killing 
her husband, mistaking him for a 
burglar. The victim, Ralph Foster, 
was a young banker of Irvington, 
and on August 19 last, while going 
home and taking a short cut through 
an alley was shot through the back 
by Shepherd, who was up keeping a 
lookout for burglars. Foster died a1 
most instantly. 
Foster and Shepherd were intimate 
friends and neighbors, and shepherd 
bertayed great remorse over the fa­ 
tal error. Friends of the dead man 
declared that the shooting under the 
circumstances was without justifica­ 
tion, especially as Foster was walk­ 
ing away from

Neighbors saw the man entex' the 


kitchen where Mrs. Gilbert "Was busy- 
ing herself over the wash tub. He 
closed the screen door and sat down 
on a bed. 'Soon voices were heard 
as if the pair was quarreling and 
Mrs. 
Gilbert was seen to throw her 


husband from the house and from the 
back porch.into the yard. 


The woman hurled- a pair of shears 


after Gilbert and these struck him 
in the face. ^Gilbert raised himself to 
his feet and started to re-enter the 
house but no sooner had he set his 
foot on the steps of the porch that 
'Mrs. Gilbert emerged from the hitch- 
en with a revolver in her hand. She 
fired twice, point blank in quick suc- 
cession, the first shot . taking .effect 
in the base of Gilbert's neck, sever-

Oklahoma City, March 24.—Follow- 


ing a hand to hand scuffle 
in the 


kitchen of their home at 326 West 
Sixth street, Mrs. Agnes Gilbert, aft- 
er throwing her crippled husband, 
Andrew Gilbert from the back porch, 
shot and'killed him early. Wednesday 
night. 


'Gilbert is a painter and paper- 


hanger and for many, years has been 
paralyzed in his left leg, and-owing 
to a weak constitution has been un- 
able to attend to work wi'th regular- 
ity. Six weeks ago he separated from 
his wife .on account of constant bick- 
erings, and on 'Wednesday night, ac- 
cording to stories told by his friends, 
called at -bis. home in the hope of 
effecting a-, reconciliation with !Alrs. 
Gilbert, 


Neighbors saw the man enter the 


kitchen where Mrs. Gilbert "Was busy- 
ing herself over the wash tub. He 
closed the screen door and sat down 
on a bed. 'Soon voices were heard 
as if the pair was quarreling and 
Mrs. 
Gilbert was seen to throw her 


husband from the house and from the 
back porch.into the yard. 


The woman hurled- a pair of shears 


after Gilbert and these struck him 
in Hie face. Gilbert raised himself to 
his feet and started to re-enter the 
house but no sooner had he set his 
foot on the steps of the porch that 
'Mrs. Gilbert emerged from the kitch- 
en with a revolver in her hand. She 
fired twice, point blank in quick suc-

an old statute. 
The law, enacted in 


the sixties, gave to each state upon 
entering the union :;o,000 acres of 
land for each member .of congress, 
or in lieu thereof land wan-ants to 
the value of $1.25 per acre. It was 
necessary 'for the state to officially 
accent the grant, which was done 
by resolution. The general land of- 
fice in 'Washington, however, is not 
inclined to view the additional grant 
with favor. In his letter to Senator 
Gore, Secretary Bavrett says: 


"We do not consider the attitude of 


the general land office toward the 
allowance of this claim as a hostile 
one. They admit the justice and the 
legality of the same by communica- 
tions which you have Kindly for- 
warded to us, and their observations 
that the state has already received 
donations of public land aye true, but 
those lands were received in lieu 
of other grants which would have 
made a total of millions of dollars 
in excess of the value of the lands 
garnted in lieu of thorn."
